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In 1973 IGF metamorphosed into Project 
U.R.D. (UFO Reporting and Data System), 
that aimed to find a statistical, 
"scientific" answer to the rather strange 
question "Is there something?". By 
feeding reports into a computer, it was 
expected that leads to a solution of the 
Uro problem would eventually be found... 


Project leaders were Sten Lindgren (as 
the organizing genius), Bjarne Hakansson 
(as computer expert) and Bertil Kuhlemann 
(£.s PR man and chairman). 


By 1979 the Project 
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URD failed to find the desired number of 
cases and field investigators. To finally 
achieve the required 1.000 reports for a 
"reliable" analysis, UFO-Sweden report 
forms were culled (in 1982—84) for 
sec ond-hand inf or nation, and hundreds of 
very poor cases from defence files were 
"codified" into the computer. 


Results were far less impressive than 
similar, previous studies performed by 
Vall£e, Poher, Hendry, Saunders, and 
others. On March 3, 1985, raw diagrams 
from the database were sent to the King, 
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the Prime Minister, the 
Defence Sub-Committee of 
parliament and the Royal 
Academy of Sciences. "It is 
only now that the analysis can 
be done with sufficient 
scientific qua lity”, Lindgren 
wrote in his covering letter. 

With no responses from such 
prestigious Swedish instituti¬ 
ons the project finally faded. 
4.600 man hours (probably 
much, much more) had been 
spent with no result. 



(JRD had the support of 
hundreds of ufologists through 
it's 12 years of active 
existence. They were easily 
fooled by the scientific 
facade of the project. But, as 
Bjarne Hakansson told me in 
1974, "This project is for the 
scientists, not a service to 
ufologists". URD became a 
closed file, inaccesible to 
ufologists who would have been 

almost the_onl^_category who 

would have had some (prelimi¬ 
nary) ideas on how to handle 
the UFQ statistics and 
correlation studies that would 
finally be judged by 
professional scientists. 


URD never managed to enlist 
the help of true scientists. 
One crucial factor was 
probably the backgrounds of 
those involved at the core of 
the group. When you write, or 
talk to, a scientist, sooner 
or later your own preconceived 
ideas become far too obvious. 
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In a recent book (Perspecti¬ 
ves, 1990, pp.106-131) British 
author John Spencer applauds 
Kuhlemann (whose "approach" 
Spencer "had long admired") 
and his group, particularly in 
connection with the follow—up 
of the Vallentuna abduction. 


Spencer views the case as a 
good example of European "wit— 
nessdriven" ufology. I have 
grave doubts about what the 
case would have looked like if 
Lindgren and Kuhlemann had 
continued on it. Can Spencer 
truthfully state that the 
witness was never infected by 
Arne Groth's esoteric mind and 
theories? What did Spencer 
learn in three days in Sweden 
that we haven't learned in 15 
year s? 


Project URD grew out of a 
dream to beat the nasty 
skeptical scientists in their 
own field, with one of their 
own weapons — statistics. But 
how could a group with such 
deep-rooted backgrounds in ET/ 
contactee belief, occultism, 
the "I Am" self-improvement 
cult, psi research and 
spiritualism, suddenly revert 
their thinking and modus 
operand! to become open-minded 
and "scientific"..? 


It is strange that Kuhlemann 
finally consented to the 
publication of Vallentuna on 
an international level, after 
more than 15 years of silence 
on the case here in Sweden. 

As I read Spencer's book I 
started worrying about the 
author's own private views, 
relegated to his back closet, 
and not printed in his 
official biography.

Stan Lindgren and the brothers 
by HAkan Bloeqvist 


On March 23, 1989 the Swedish TV-prograaae 'Svepet* 
brought up the controversial issue of flying saucers and 
contacts uith space people. The response froa viewers was 
overuhelaing, uith thousands of phonecalls registred. 
Interviewed on the show was Sten Lindgren and Daniel 
Giant: who told of their contacts with visitors froa 
space. In the studio was also engineer Bertil Kuhleaan. 

Sten Lindgren continued to relate his UFO-observations 
and contacts at the new age center Caff Pan in Stockhola 
on Noveaber 16, 1990. His lecture, titled 'Meetings with 
an extraterrestrial civilisation', received a few 
ironical consents by journalist Birgitta Hedaan in the 
Swedish daily Svenska Dagbladet (1). Several listeners 
taped the lecture but it took soae aonths before 1 could 
listen to a tape-recording. Sten forbade that copies of 
tapes were sent to ae, or to AFU. Probably he feared a 
critical exposition of his daias. 

Sten Lindgren is not alone in his belief in help froa 
friendly space people. In Tiae aagazine, October 20, 
1986, Syria’s president Hafe: Assad declared his belief 
in saucers. Journalists probably got quite a surprise to 
hear Assad state that only an extraterrestrial power 
could create peace on our planet. (2) 

The ayth of benevolent brothers froa space has a very 
strong eaotional appeal. But is there any reality behind 
the ayth? 

During 1970-1972 1 worked closely with the Intergalacti- 
cal Federation (I6F), headed by Sten Lindgren and Bjarne 
Hakansson. As an enthusiastic teenager 1 believed in six 
iapossikle things before breakfast and lived coapletely 
in the aythworld of spacebrothers froa Venus and saucer 
contacts represented by 1BF. 

Another aeaber was Anders Dahl. In 1987 his autobiography 
'Uppstandelsen fran tefatssekten* (Resurrection froa the 
saucer cult) was published. (3) This book gave ae a deja 
vu feeling. It hurled ae back to the world of aystical 
intoxication and absurdities which was the hallaark of 
16F. 

Anders Dahl was a aeaber of the Intergalactical 
Federation during 1968-1969, but couldn't handle everyday 
reality afterwards and was by his own request hospitali¬ 
zed in a psychiatric clinic. His autobiography is the 
inside story of psychological deteriorisation in a saucer 
cult. The book is written as fiction/fact with none de 
pluaes. In a review 1988 of Dahl's book 1 revealed that

the real naaes behind the cult were Sten Lindgren ad 
Bjarne Hakansson. A couple of days after the review was 
published, Bjarne Hakansson called and was extreaely 
annoyed. He threatened with legal action for slander. 

Chosen by the space peopl e 

Sten Lindgren is a well known figure in the UFO and new 
age aoveaent in Sweden. His interest began in 1957 when 
he observered a globe shaped object. On Deceaber 7, 1968, 
Sten participated in the TV prograane 'Tiaaen* and showed 
UFO filas. In a aeeting with the editorial staff, soae 
days before, he had proaised producer Allan Schulaan that 
saucers would appear during the prograaae. A light was 
reported over Stockhola before the prograaae was on the 
air. (4) 'The contents of Tiaaen last night was 
controlled by space people', Sten declared in the daily 
Kvallsposten. (5)

The space peoples ambassador and contact nan in Smeden - 
Sten Lindgren - became ay first teacher and guru in the 
incredible morld of flying saucers. In a letter dated 
Noveaber IS, 1970, 1 was aelcoaed to a meeting in his 
aparteaent on Lidingo, a suburb island of Stockholm. On 
Noveaber 21, 1970, ae and ay friend Kjell Jonsson Here 
initiated in the Venusians secret operations in Sueden 
and the spiritual philosophy of the space people. Sten 
and Bjarne turned of the light in the aparteaent and He 
listened to 'cosaic music* froa an organ. The sound Has 
contained nith a display of coloured lights on the Hall. 

Everything Has secret, spiritual and aystical. Ne Here 
told there Has a higher purpose in our aeeting. Tuo 
neurotic teenagers Here hooked and literally saH tbe 
light. Life suddenly had a higher aeaning. 1 felt like 1 
Has in soee Shangri-La. Scores of people have gone 
through the saae procedure and later stood on the 
aouintains Halting for the Venusians or looking for 
crashed saucers in the Suedish moods - folloning the 
space peoples instructions. 

Where did all these bizarre ideas coae froa? Hhat Has 
fantasy and reality in the 16F group? 1 have spent 
several years trying to sort out this tangle of fantastic 
daias; intervening mitnesses and aeabers of I6F 
including the contactees mhich are Sten Lindgrens’sour¬ 
ces. 

Sten Has born in 1940 and has uorked aost of his life as 
a technician nith coaputers as specialization. His 
interest in saucers began, as I said before, in 1957. In 
1958 he observed a large cigar shaped craft and later 
heard of flying saucers froa his father Hho Has an 
amateur astronoaer. Sten becaae an avid reader of saucer 
books and 1959 or 1960 joined Ifologiska Sallskapet (6), 
a Stockhola based group mhich had started in Harch 1958. 

Sten daias aore than 200 saucer sightings. Five or six 
of these have been the classic bell shaped Adaaski type 
crafts. Very early Sten uondered mhy he sau all the 
saucers, Hhat Has the aeaning. The ansHer to this 
question caae in 1962 (or 1963) mhen he net a beautiful 
waan while uaiting for a traa in Stockhola. Tmo 
lightbeaas, like laser, caae froa the uoaan’s eyes, 
directed at Sten. 

The beans had a aindexpanding effect on Sten and he 
suddenly realized Hho he Has, Hhere he caae froa, and his 
•ission on earth. The experience Horked like a catalyst. 
About tuo years later, after he had seen a science 
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fiction aovie in Stockhola, a beatiful uoaan sent a 
telepathic transaission indicating that Sten Has an 
extraterrestrial. The Hoaan disappeared aysteriously. 

B EA - the spacemoaan 

The Intergalactical Federation (16F) Has founded in 1965 
by Sten Lindgren and Kristian (pseudonym). The groap 
built up a correspondence netuork nith similar cult- 
oriented UFO organizations and individuals around the 
globe. Shortly after the founding of IGF, Sten met a 
beautiful young Hoaan Hhoa he has a1Hays kept very luch 
secret and regarded as a representative of CBH (the 
Cosaic Brotherhood). She Has an extraterrestrial agent 
for the brothers, stationed on earth. In spite of a lot 
of detective Hork I have not been able to trace the 
identity of this uoaan. She Has alHays referred to under 
the codenaae BEA, but she had a Suedish naae. Sten has 
alHays refused to reveal her true identity. 

Sten Has in contact nith BEA for a fen years in the 
sixties. She Has exceptionally beautiful (BEAutiful?), 
either an extraterrestrial herself or in contact nith the 
space people. She kneu the Aaerican ambassador in 
Stockhola and uorked mith the eabassy staff. She once 
demonstrated to Sten that she could bend her fingerjoints 
as auch forenards as backuards. Sten caae froa the planet 
Saturn, according to BEA, and she dreu a scetch of the 
planet Saturn Hith tuo scales - a syabol soae space 
people carry on the shoulder. 

She also daiaed there Has a saucer base soae 200 
kiloaetres south of Stockhola. A secret phone nuaber Has 
used by agents of the Brothers. If you dialled this 
nuaber the call Has directed to the saucer closest in 
operation. In 1966 BEA daiaed a public contact mas 
planned 30 years ahead - i.e. 1996. Sten Has allomed to 
photograph BEA once but the photo disappeared. 

During a car trip to Nykoping in the aiddle of the 
sixties Sten, Bjarne Hakansson and a Hoaan naaed Ritaa 
oberg observered a cigar shaped craft. Sten received a 
telepathic signal that BEA Has aboard. I interviemed 
Ritua oberg regarding this observation but she had only a 
faint aeaory of the event. They had seen an oblong object 
froa the car but the observation had not aade a lasting 
iapression. The object Has far auay. (7) 
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This Has a short suaaary of *hat Sten says of BEA. Other 
■ethers of his group present a soaeahat different 
picture, hoaever. Kristian, one of the founders of I6F, 
reaeabered that Sten interpreted every saall event as a 
sign froa the space people. If soaeone unknoun looked or 
nodded at hia in the street, it could be a spaceaan. The 
brothers had infiltrated everyahere. Kristian has this 
ironic coaaent on BEA: 'Hell, the girl in the local 
■ilkshop could also be a Martian, of course. This uoaan 
uas very nice and very cute and friendly but I Bust 
confess there are one or tao persons I knou aho aould 
stand a better chance as extraterrestrials.* (8) 

According to Kristian BEA Has a rather ordinary girl 
interested in UFOs. Sten and Kristian soaetiaes paid 
visits to her aparteaent in Stockholm. Another IGF 
aeaber, Haj-Britt Gustavsson, san the photograph Sten had 
of BEA. It shoaed a aoaan in her thirties, blond, 
beautiful in a conventional, neutral nay. She aas slender 
and of nordic type. (9) 

Bjarne Hakansson is the only aeaber aho still thinks 
there aas soaething odd about BEA. According to Bjarne 
she aorked at the Aaerican eabassy. He saa letters to 
Sten froa BEA Bailed froa the eabassy. Bjarne speculates 
that BEA aas involved aith intelligence gathering. 

Then aho aas this aysterious BEA..? I have not been able 
to trace her identity, but everything indicates she aas 
an ordinary aoaan interested in UFOs aho siaply happened 
to aork at the Aaerican eabassy. The probable ansaer is 
that Sten projected his saucer fantasies on BEA because, 
in the aythaorld of I6F, the space people lived and 
aorked everyahere in our society. 

Cosaic philosophy 

The ideas of I6F basically caae froa three Aaerican 
contactees: George Adaaski, Hoaard Henger and 6eorge Hunt 
Nilliaason. Heabers used codes and neologises, especially 
on the phone, as the security police or evil space people 
could bug the calls. Soae of the neologises used by 16F 
aere: tp= telepathy, neg-brothers s evil space people froa 
Orion, inkas= people incarnated on earth froa other 
planets, alb s aental carrieraave sent out froa crafts to 
stiaulate inkas and Bake thea conscious of their 
extraterrestrial identity, CBH= cosaic brotherhood. 

If you accepted the brothers philosophy you aere 
automatically regarded as a space incarnate. Your 
obligation aas to aork hard on your oan spiritual 
developaent and for the brothers plan for earth. In 
practice it aas a fora of neognosticisa; no neat eating 
or alcohol, no black or red clothes and a pure and 
spiritual aind. All basic and earthly vibrations aere to 
be eliainated. Instead of The Rolling Stones, ahich aas 
evil, novices aere told to listen to the aonotonous 
pianoausic 'Song of Saturn* by Hoaard Henger. This ausic 
originated froa Saturn and consequently had high 
spiritual vibrations. 

Sten aorked for the space people aith a fanatical 
idealise. One of his fantastic projects aas called the 


'Green egg* and involved various dairvoajants. They Here 
to study the auras of parliaaentary aeabers. Those aith 
high spiritual developaent aould be contacted and 
inforaed about the space brothers. 

The Intergalactical Federation aas never a large 
organization. The core aas a handful of aeabers organized 
in sub groups aith a strong hierarchy. Every sub group 
had a leader aho reported to Sten Lindgren - the spider 
in the aeb. The groups aere given various assigneaents. 
Secrecy and paranoia aas the reigned. Soae revolted aad 
left. Others obeyed the orders ahich Sten received by 
telepathy froa the space people. 

IGF never published a aagazine but sent out saall 
bulletins 'Inforaation over CONETS'. Soae of these 
bulletins aere published in Daniel Frys’ aagazine 
Understanding during 1969-1971. (10) CONETS aas an 
acronya for ‘Coordination netaork Shan', i.e. the space 
brothers netaork of agents on earth. The aord Shan caae 
froa Aaerican contactee George van Tassel aho in the 
1950ies received telepathic aessages froa space people 
like Ashtar, Lutbunn, Hulda and Lata. The purpose of 16F 
is presented in an inforaation sheet: 

'Cosnic contact to develop huaanity on earth. Cosaic 
contact entails a great responsibility for us toaards 
huaanity and our brothers and sisters froa others aorlds. 
This involves cosaic developaent, the developaent already 
passed by our brothers and sisters. 

'Developaent concerns: Systeas felloaship 

Galactical felloaship 
Galactical area felloaship 

'The gentle brothers aho constantly aork on their oan 
perfection and for the progress and happiness of society 
are all around us. If you are spiritually related to 
thea, you aill recognize thea. If they appeal for help, 
listen to their prayer. Try to be like the brothers in 
selfforgetfullness and huable service. They are tbe 
strong and silent benefactors of our species and the 
light of the future in this dark night.*

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IGF aethers also received 'Ouotations and instructions 
froa the Brothers*. The quotations aere priaarily froa 
George Hunt Hilliaasons book 'Other tongues - other 
flesh'. (11) 'Inkas* - an iaportant eleaent in the I6F 
aythuorld uas taken froa this book. Inkas aeant 
individuals incarnated froa other planets. 

As I said earlier the philosophy of I6F uas basically a 
synthesis of ideas froa a feu Aaerican contactees. Host 
iaportant of these uas George Adaaski with his book 
'Inside the space ships*. (12) But also Houard Hengers 
book 'Froa outer space to you* (13) uas regarded as a 
reliable source by Sten. 

The sub groups aere involved with different types of 
projects. One uas to 'auaken* people of influence and 
position in society. In 'Project 6ateaay* saucer 
photographs aere distributed to scientists, pilots, 
eibassy staff, journalists, politicians and various 
ailitaries. 'Stridy confidential* aas a tera often used 
for these projects. They aere signed 'Kith cosaic 
greetings. Saedish section. Sten Lindgren. President IGF* 
and beloa a syabol, an encircled cross. The syabol used 
by the Saturnian Kadar Lacu - all froa the aythaorld of 
George Hunt Hilliaason. 

Association B.C. 

Bjarne Hakansson first aet Sten Lindgren at a aeeting of 
Ifologiska Sallskapet. He aas fascinated by Sten and soon 
becaae his closest co-aorker. In 1967 Bjarne founded a 
parallell organization to I6F called A.B.C. - probably an 
acronya for Association Brothers in Cosaos. It aas to 
function as a co-operation group betaeen various UFO 
societies and individuals in Saeden. In this respect it 
aas a aodest forerunner to the nation-aide organization 
UFO-Saeden, founded in 1969. 

In a bulletin for Septeaber 1967 the purpose of ABC aas 
foraulated: 'For all aeabers to understand the purpose of 
the appearance of the saucers ae recoaaend that you read 
as auch as possible of the existing litterature, 
especially contactee books. ABC is a part of this 
operation. Our goal is to spread this advanced knoaledge 
and in that aay prepare for a closer relation aith the 
other planets in our solar systea.' 


In 1973 Hakansson published his book 'UFO-gatan*. (hie 
chapter aas devoted to UFO contacts. He says: 'Instead of 
iaaediately rejecting contact reports ae should rather 
see then for ahat they are and closely investigate the 
cases to deteraine their authenticity.' (14) 

Tao contact cases are presented ahich Bjarne has 
investigated hiaself. In Saeden they have been referred 
to as 'the Dick case* and 'the Helge case*. The problea 
aas that Bjarne never did any 'dose investigation* of 
these reports. Careful analysis of contactee cases aas 
not in line aith I6F policy ahich rather sought 
co-operation aith the aise Venusians. 

The contact at N avsj on 

Sten Lindgren’s priaary contact experience occurred in 
the aiddle of Septeaber 1965 at a lake called Navsjaa, 
not far froa Nykoping. In Bjarne Hakansson’s book this 
event is referred to as the Dick case. Dick is a noae de 
pluae for Daniel 61antz froa the TV-prograaae Svepet, 
aentioned at the start of this article. He is oae of 
Stens aain channels to the space people. Here is a short 
suaaary of Sten’s version of the event: 

Sten and his friend Kristian are offered by Daniel (Dick) 
a participation in a contact. Five people gathered in 
Nykoping before the contact: Daniel, Karin (pseud.) uife 
of Daniel, Sten, Kristian and Roger (pseud.). The group 
travelled by car to Navsjon on a late Saturday evening. 

As they arrive at the lake a bell shaped craft is resting 
on the ground. Tao ships of the saae type hover over the 
lake. The group leave the car and stop about 60 aeters 
froa the landed craft, ahich is surrounded by a 
greenish-yelloa gloa. A aan in ski type uni fora coaes 
froa the ship. Daniel signals three tiaes aith a 
flashlight. The aan froa the craft ansaers the signal 
aith a laser-type light and starts aalking toaards the 
group. Daniel, Karin and Roger go to aeet hia halfaay. 
Sten and Kristian reaain standing on a flat rock. Sten 
can hear the group converse for about five ainutes. The 
three people return and the ahole group return to the car 
and leave. No one is alloaed to ask any questions. (15) 

1 have intervieaed all five individuals involved in this 
contact and their stateaents do not tally. Sten aid

Daniel are of the opinion that a contact really occurred. 
Kristian observered no nan leaving a craft but only 
noticed a light. Regarding this light he says: 

”... it was not a natural light but rather soae fora of 
searchlight or lantern which could have been placed on a 
vehicle or soaething. But to ae it aight as Hell have 
been a boat, or a car, or anything. It Hasn't necessarily 
a UFO. That is aore of a reconstruction based on the 
interests and disposition of the people involved. I 
definitely didn't see any Adaaski-type craft uith dear 
outlines, although Sten says he observered this.* (IB) 

Karin, foraer Hife of Daniel, is totally convinced that 
no saucer contact occurred. She observered no craft, 
possibly only a light. She has no recollection of aeetiig 
a aan. She speculates they aay have just passed a feu 
Hords to soaeone fishing by the lake. She is very 
surprised of the daias of the others. Neither has she 
heard her husband ever aention aeeting a spaceaan at 
Navsjin. (17) 

The fifth uitness, Roger, Hho according to Sten is also 
an agent for the brothers, observered a light in the 
Moods but he cannot deteraine uhether it caae froa soae 
type of object. He has a faint aeaory of seeing tuo 
persons aove in front of the light but reaeabers no 
aeeting uith anyone. The event has aade no lasting 
iipression on hia. (IB) 

Sten Lindgren’s very detailed description of the 
occurence is not confiraed by the others, except Daniel. 
My interpretation is that the tuo aost fanciful, Sten and 
Daniel, siaply projected their fantacies on an ordinary 
searchlight. It is iaportant to reaeaber that this group 
lived in a very overheated cultish ataosphere and Here 
psychologically receptive to siaple aisinterpretations. 

The Hitness stories differ on crucial points and Stens 
version of the event lacks credibility. None of the 
participants could have failed to observe such a dear 
and detailed saucer contact. An interesting point is that 
Sten in 19BS speculated that the Navsji contact could 
have been a fake arranged by Daniel, possibly uith soae 
aodel or balloon. 

Daniel 61antz - contactee 

Daniel is one of Sten Lindgrens aain channels to the 
brothers. He daias to have co-operated uith space people 
since 1964 uhen his first contact occurred - also at 
Navsjin. (19) To detail his experiences and contacts 
Mould require a separate article. All evidence indicates 
they are siaply fantasies. They are also auch aore 
bizarre and involve several of the intelligence agencies 
of the Nest. Daniel is a very religious aan and daias 
that Jesus is boss aan for the space brothers. Only pure 
people Hill be picked up at the coaing norId catastrophe. 

Daniel didn't uant ae to intervieu his foraer uife Hho 
according to bin Has very ill nith skeleton cancer. In 
spite of this Harning I contacted Karin. She Has not sick 
and got quite a shock froa this bizarre daia. She does 
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net believe the stories of Daniel but regard thea as 
psychological coapensation and Hishful thinking. None of 
Daniel’s aany daias are confiraed by Karin. 

Roge r - agent for the_brothers 

In 1972-1973 Sten began, at least publicly, to adopt a 
aore scientific attitude to UFDs. Actually, the reason 
for this Has that a person close to hia, Roger, had 
suggested this. Sten believed then, and is still 
convinced, that Roger is either a spaceaan or an agent 
for the brothers. But Roger, Hho is actually a good 
friend of aine, is a very ordinary Saedish businessaaa. 
He Has one of the Hitnesses at Navsjin in 1965. 

Roger has been a favourite target of fantaises for StB). 
At a UFO aeeting in the 60’ies he observered Roger shrink 
and disappear in a fog. At that tine Sten speculated that 
Roger belonged to the dangerous snakepeople that 
infiltrates society. Sten got these ideas froa the 
Aaerican occultist Haurice Doreal. (20) 

In 1985 I told Sten that I planned to intervieu Rogw. 
Sten named ae to be on guard as Roger could have devices 
hidden that Mould affect ay aind. 

In January 19BB I confronted Roger uith all the fantastic 
daias of his space contacts. He Has surprised and also 
soaeuhat shocked of all these ruaours. According to Roger 
Sten siaply projected his fantasies on hia. He has never 
daiaed to be an agent for space people. But he uas juare 
that Sten uanted hia to fill that role. Sten aluays 
nanted confiraation froa the space people before any 
activity. Roger had siaply been a friendly consultaat to 
Sten, trying to aake hia adopt a aore scientific and 
rational approach to UFOs. 

One exaaple of Sten’s daias regarding Roger is a visit 
to a aine in Vastaanland in the autuan of 1964. This is 
Mhat happened according to Sten: 

Roger asks Sten if he Hants to participate in a saucer 
contact. They travel by car to a deserted aine. A couple 
of Suedish ailes south of the aine they stop on a saall 
dirt road and ualk into a aeadou. Four or five Adaaski 
type craft and a aother ship appear right above the car. 
One of the crafts land and Sten and Roger go aboard and 
are brought to the aothership. They aeet a group of five 
or six people, aaong thea tuo uoaen. Sten is aade to 
forget this experience but it coaes up later during a 
hypnotic session uith an unnaaed doctor. 

Roger denies all knouledge of this event. The reason for 
the trip uas to look for ainerals. There Has no saucer 
observations or contact and Roger had never proaised Sten 
any contact. 

Projec t U.R.D. 

In the spring of 1973 Sten Lindgren initiated Project URD 
- UFO reporting and datasystea. The purpose uas to 
gather, process and code UFO-reports to find an ansuer to 
the question *is there soaething*? The project uas led by

Sten Lindgren, Bjarne Hakansson and Bertil Kuhleaan. The 
'order* to work in a tore scientific tanner Sten received 
froa the 'agent* Roger. 

The real reason for Project URO was not an honest 
scientific interest but the result of a supposed order 
froa the space people - delivered by their agent Roger. 
Sten continually briefed Roger on the developaent of the 
project. He believed that Roger, as an agent for the 
brothers, had to keep a 'silent profile approach* but he 
continually wanted the opinion of the brothers, sending 
all papers to Roger for special delivery upwards. In a 
letter dated Deceaber 27, 1990, Roger says regarding 
this: '... it never helped that I denied the whole thing, 
that there was no forwarding of the aaterial*. 

The URD project received no response froa authorities to 
the great disaay of Sten. In June 1985 he considered to 
end all UFO work. He was angry with the brothers and felt 
that they had siaply played with hia for aany years and 
never given clear cut iaforaation. 

The URD project has been severly criticized by both 
scientists and ufologists as a pseudoscientific venture 
but very few knew of this background. I aa sure it will 
coae as quite a surprise to the international UFO 
coaaunity that Sten Lindgren, Bjarne Hakansson and Bertil 
Kuhleaan are actually cultists. Both Sten and Bertil use 
the UFO aoveaent to aake propaganda for various 
theosophical cults with strong totalitarian and fascist 
overtones. This of course is a serious accusation but 
should be known by our collegues in other countries.

Fl ying saucer s a nd theoso phy 

In the aiddle of the 80*ies Sten for a while left ufology 
for traditional occultisa. He led a theosophical/esoteric 
course daiaed to result in the 'second initiation*. The 
ayth of space brothers fits well into theosophy. Huch of 
the UFO ayth is actually a variation of the theosophical 
tradition of wasters froa Venus. The saucer classic 
'Flying saucers have landed*, published in 1953, was 
partially written by British theosophist Desaond Leslie. 
In this book the Adaaski contact is linked to the 
theosophic/esoteric tradition.(21) 

The Swedish UFO aoveaent was initiated by active 
theosophists. The board of the Parthenon publishing 
house, started in 1957, consisted of three woaen active 
in the Theosophical Society. That this ideology should 
beeane part of the I6F teachings was only natural. In 
1972 I participated in a course in parapsychology, 
arranged hy Sten. It was a aixture of parapsychological 
tests, contactee philosophy and theosophy. Haterial froa 
the wellknown theosophical writer Charles Leadbeater was 
used. One of the texts read, 'Hays to recognize a 
aaster*. 


Re ligious scie nce fiction 

In spite of all the bizarre turns and wild stories I can 
still look back with a sense of huaour on certain 
episodes during the I6F period in ay life. I never forget 
one winter’s day in 1971 when we, on orders froa Stea, 
was to look for a crashed saucer south of Sidertalje. 
lnforaation on the downed craft caae froa Daniel 61antz 
but this I didn't know at the tiae. 1 finally persuaded 
ay father to take us in his car. He walked for several 
hours in the snow but never found any saucer, of course. 
Hy father stayed in the car in a sollen eood. He refused 
to look for the saucer and regarded the whole thing as 
stupid. 

IGF is a clear and rather pathetical exaaple of the 
result of accepting daias froa aystics and occultists. 
It’s a tragedy that history repeats itelf today with new 
cults and sects. Idealistic teenagers are getting lost in 
a psychologically unhealthy ataosphere, scorning science, 
reason and coaaon sense.

A December 20tli report from the Inter Galactical Federation 
of Stockholm, Sweden, reads: “Together with Heinz Bohme we 
appeared on the Swedish television. It was the 7th of December 
and on one of the main programs this evening, when about 4 million 
people were watching. '* 

“We knew beforehand that operative units from, the Brothers 
would ‘Back-up’ the program. A lot of ships (UFOs) were observed 
just before, during and after the program. 

“On the ‘Jth of December at 06:30 a V-Formation of ships fol¬ 
lowed by a leader-ship were observed in the southern part of 
Stockholm.’’

Anders Dahl, in his book (Resurrection fro* the saucer 
cult) calls 16F a 'religious science fiction Baader 
Heinhofgang*. He aeans that the cults spirituality uas 
siaply an expression of the fear of being free, fear of 
feelings, aggressivness, sexuality, conflicts. After the 
I6F period he could be huaan again and listen to his 
beloved Rolling Stones records. 

After several years of detailed investigations I have 
found no reason to believe that Sten Lindgren is in 
contact Hith space people. Haybe he really has observered 
soae UFOs but then aade a whole chicken-fara of a fether. 
Sten is a syapathetic, quiet aystic and 1 share his 
fascination for the brothers froa space. But to ae it is 
a ayth. If 1 should happen to be wrong 1 hope Sten brings 
the space people the aessage that they are always 
wellcoae at ay place for a chat - especially the Venusian 
woaen of course.

Drsaai or alien contacts? 
by Cl as Svahn 


For tore than six years Ante Jonsson, 47, resident of the 
saall town of Tingsryd in the Swedish county of Saaland, 
has had contacts with aliens froa another mot Id. Ante 
Jonsson has produced hundreds of pages filled with notes 
froa alleged travels to other planets, enigaatic 
prophecies, warnings and an innocent loveaffair. 

Starting out as a rather ordinary observation of an UFO 
at 1 a.a. on February 3, 1984, the encounter soon 
developed into soaething that was to change Ante 
Jonsson’s life coapletely. This encounter will be 
described, in detail, later in this article. 

To aake a brief suaaary of this highly coaplicated case 
creates soae probleas. Especially since the contacts 
continue even as I write this article. Ante, hiaself, is 
not sure of what is going on around and inside of hia. It 
could be dreaas, he says, but doubts his own conclusion. 

Although AFU is only at the beginning of investigating 
this case, there can be no question that soaething real 
triggers the events, i.e. journeys to other 'planets' and 
soae kind of altered states coaaunication, which have 
followed on the first encounter. 

The aain question, however, aust be to find out if Ante 
Jonsson’s contacts and travels to distant places are to 
be considered as 'real* in a nuts-and-bolts-sense or if 
it should be viewed as a part of soae highly coaplex 
inner trauaa. 

Several articles have been published on the case in 
Swedish newspapers, local radio stations have interviewed 
hia, and in 1989 Ante published a book about his 
experiences in co-operation with a retired teacher froa 
Sundsvall, Sune Hjorth. The book (published in Swedish 
only) was Hjorth's first involveaent with the UFO 

problea. In spite of all this publicity, the encounters 
are as aysterious and unexplained as they were in 1984. 

What aakes this case coaplicated is not only the 
recurrent 'dreaas', where Ante is able to aeet his woaan 
contact 'Jenny', and to travel to other places in the 
universe. Even the very first, and aost concrete, 

encounter, seeas to be as hard to grip as any 'dreaa*. 

To label Ante Jonssons experiences 'dreaas* is not really 
fair. A dreaa is soaething everyone can look forward to 
having in bed and in the night, but Ante experiences his , 
'dreaas* outside of his hoae. He can feel when a new 

contact is coaing up, several days ahead, and when the 

tiae has coae he usually drives his car to a nearby lake 
where the contact is aade.

There seeas, however, to be circuastantial evidence that 
he is going through soae kind of altered states, entering 
a 'dreaaland* or another diaension, where his contacts 
can be aade. 

Initi al exp e rience 

Nith the help of Antes own account of his experiences, a 
written policereport, and a case record froa the hospital 
in Vaxjo, AFU can now give a concise picture of what 
really happened on the night of the 3 february 1984. The 
night when everything started. 

This night Ante Jonsson was driving south on Road 30 froe 
Ingelstad to his hoae in Tingsryd. It was snowing and the 
road was slippery. Ante slowed his car down as be 
approached an area where he knew there could be noose. 
Soon he caught a gliapse of a saall figure by the left 
side of the road. Further out on a aeadow he could see a 
huge, black object hovering in the air. Astonished and 
curious, Ante stopped the car to watch for the saall 
figure, but couldn’t see hia. 



Hy first thought was to go and get ay caaera, which I 
kept at hoae, and return to take a picture of the craft 
out in the field, Ante told AFU researchers during an 
interview in Harch 1990. I stepped on the accelerator and 
headed hoae. 

Nhen Ante returned to the site the tiae was around 1.30 
a.a.. The craft, which had looked like 'a flyiog 
subaarine’, was gone so Ante decided to drive another 
kiloaeter and then turn at a roadcrossing. 
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Reaching the crossing he suddenly spotted the object 
again. It uas non blocking the road. He brakes to avoid a 
collision uith the black craft but the car skids and 
stops uith the headlights on the aysterious craft. In an 
atteapt to flee, the car got stuck in the snoa on the 
roadside. 

Str ug gle with cr eatu res 

- Men 1 opened the door and tried to get out 1 uas 
caught by a creature that grabbed ay ara and nearly 
lifted ae out of the car. 1 screaaed as ouch as 1 could. 

Ante aanaged to strike hiaself free and started to run, 
but uas soon caught once again. This tiae his struggle 
uas to no avail and he lost consciousness. Before 
fainting be caught a gliapse of his body being dragged 
touards the craft. He could also spot a truck passing by. 

- As 1 uoke up I found ayself sitting in the car again; 
cold, uet and »ith a stinging feeling in ay hands. 1 also 
have a brief aeaory of talking to soaeone, uhoa 1 later 
found out uas a police officer. After that, all I 
reaeaber is uaking up at the hospital in Vaxji. 

The policeaan, which Ante referred to, uas called to the 
scene in the coapany of a colleague, after a aysterious 
phone call had been received at the police station. The 
call uas froa a aan calling hiaself 'Bengt Johansson froa 
Kristianstad*. This 'Bengt Johansson* stated, according 
to the filed police report, that he had seen a car uith 
its lights turned off standing on the road and, quoting 
the text, 'uith a black object hovering over it*. 

*Bengt Johansson* uas driving southwards froa Vaxji, 
heading for Tingsryd, when he spotted the car and the 
object. According to the report 'Johansson* got scared 
and headed back north until he found a phone booth froa 
where he aade his call. 

But the police patrol froa Vaxji never found 'Bengt 
Johansson* and in spite of a quite thorough search 
neither has AFU researchers. This iaplies that the naae 
is faked. But who did the call? Has it the truck driver 
that Ante reaeabers passing by? Or was it soaebody else? 


'Fingers bent like claws' 

Whoever it was, the scene had changed as the two 
policeaen arrived at Ante’s car. The object had vanished. 
In the car Ante was sitting, frightened and confused. He 
was treabling and the policeaen couldn’t get in contact 
with hia. 

The report also states that 'the ausdes in his araes and 
hands were very tense and the fingers bent like claws'. 
The policeaen decided to take Ante to the Vaxji aedical 
clinic where they arrived ten ainutes to three in the 
aorning. 

At the hospital, the doctor proaptly concluded that Ante 
suffered froa a severe chock, hyperventilated and had a 
staring look. The doctor also noticed, as the policeaen 
had, that Ante’s fingers were bent in creep. He gave Ante 
an injection of valiua, a sedative and tried to aake 
contact with the patient. 

Ante had great difficulties to coeaunicate and spoke only 
briefly to the doctor. In response to the question if be 
had experienced soaething terrible Ante answered with a 
short 'yes*. 

When the doctor considered Ante fit for aoving, he was 
transfered by aabulance to the psychiatric ward at Sankt 
Sigfrid’s hospital in Vaxjo where he had to reaain for a 
couple of days - a stay which Ante describes as one loag 
scene froa the aovie 'Flying over the cuckoo’s nest*. 

This far the vital parts of Antes story can be validated 
with docuaents froa the police and the hospital. It is 
without question that Ante Jonsson has been exposed to 
soaething very frightening near the road where he was 
found. To siaulate the aedical signs, the craaps and tke 
shock, both acknowledged by the police and doctor, would 
be nearly iapossible. The craaps iaply that Ante held on 
to soaething very hard, aost probably the steering wheel. 

But the aain question reaains unsolved: what did Ante 
Jonsson encounter on the road in the aiddle of the night 
seven years ago? And what aade hia so afraid? 

Abduction story 

Ante hiaself asserts that he was abducted and taken on 
board the large craft by soae aliens. This inforaation 
was given to hia in the suaaer of 19B6, two and a half 
years after the scary aeeting. 

In a conversation with Jenny (his contact and 'supervi¬ 
sor* froa another world), ainutely recorded by Ante, be 
was told how he was in such a deep shock that he was 
carried aboard the subaarine-like vehicle. For a aoaeat 
the aliens feared he was going to die since his heart 
nearly stopped. 

To save his life, Jenny told hia, he was placed inside 
soae sort of pressure chaaber with bands covering his 
waist and breast. The rescue operation was succesful and 
Ante released. 
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- According to Jenny the creu took soae samples of Ante’s 
hair to 'aeasure his total lifespan'; previous reincarna¬ 
tions included. They also took a saaple froa his skin to 
deteraine his physical and aental condition. Hhen all 
this uas coapleted Ante uas released and taken back to 
his car, since another driver nearly discovered then. 

So far Ante’s oun account of ahat happened aboard the 
craft. But this uas only the beginning of a series of 
strange encounters, aeetings and travels that Hhere to 
change the life of Ante Jonsson completely. This ue shall 
look further into, later on. 

E nignatic in f oraat ion 

Strangely enough, it is not only the travels and 'dreaas' 
that are hard to comprehend and explain. Even the very 
first, and most tangible, parts of the story such as the 
actions reported by the police on the night of the 
February 3, cause problems for a researcher. 

For soae unknoun reason the tuo policemen altered their 
story as time vent by. They state that they found a 
lenscase outside the car (Ante says that he never ouned 
such a case), and that they locked up the car as they 
left the site to bring Ante to hospital (Ante says that 
the car uas impossible to lock due to a malfunction). Why 
these details, insignificant as they seem, are distorted, 
is hard to understand. 

Iiterest from the police did not stop with this first 
intervention. The same day as Ante Jonsson Has able to 
leave the hospital of Sankt Sigfrid he Has approached by 
the Criminal Investigation Department of the police in 
Vaxji. For over an hour he mas interrogated on the scene, 
and every detail Has measured and draun by the police. 

Since the observation occured near a sensitive military 
installation this interest is understandable. This may 
also explain uhy the police removed the film from Antes 
camera and kept it for a long uhile. 

This far everything indicates that Ante has experienced 
something real and frightening. But uhat did he really 
see? 

Ne«_contacts 

A couple of ueeks after the first encounter Ante 'feels' 
a voice calling upon him, trying to make contact. He 
keeps this feeling to himself. It is not until the night 
of the Harch A, 1984, that he gets to meet uith the 
aliens again. Ante urites: 

'This night I uas auakened by somebody touching my 
shoulder and 1 got up froa ay bed. There uas nobody in 
the room except for ay sleeping uife. I felt that 
somebody uas calling me and uent to the kitchen, non 
fully dressed, and later out into the street. There I see 
a nan in a long, black coat. 1 start to ualk touards him. 
He disappears for a moment but soon 1 can see him again. 
Hy God, he has no feet! He floats doHn the street and as 
I foil oh him 1 can see a very pale and long face looking 
at me.' 


After a short Halk Ante finds himself at a nearby aeadoH 
nhere a black craft is hovering. The pale man is standing 
in front of it and then he disappears. Ante can see the 
craft moving touards him until it is right above bim. 

'It hovers for a uhile and then something incredible 
takes place. I feel myself floating in the air bet I 
can’t feel any sensations. A moment later I am back in 
the garden outside my house.' 

First UFO ride? 

His next meeting uas not until nearly tuo months later, 
on April 26, 1984. On this occasion he is taken on board. 

'I find myself in a room that looks like a big crystal 
ball. I can feel someone else in the room but as 1 look 
around there is noone to be seen. Outside the crystal I 
can see the ground far belou.' 

Ante finds a bench on uhich he sits doun. The bench is 
soft and feels like he’s sitting in a bathtub. After tHO 
hours the black figure froa the previous meeting emerges. 
Ante estimates his length to 160 centimeters, of normal 
physical structure but uith long arms, his hair grouing 
all over his face. Ante can see no ears nor chin. Tso 
black eyes, a flat 'nose* and thick, prominent lips makes 
up the face. 



This 'man* gives Ante soae greyish Inking fluid to drink 
and turns to a board on the uall Hhere a text, in 
Suedish, emerges. Ante gets to knou that their conversa¬ 
tion mill be made by soae kind of magnetic thoughts on 
the board. 
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During this first trip, Ante is told the usual contactee 
■essage: that we are not alone in the universe, and that 
there are other solar systeas with inhabitants of higher 
intelligence than ours. He is also warned of a coning 
catastrophe if ue keep using atonic energy. 

Contacts with Jenny 

Tbis tine be didn't aeet Jenny. But later on Jenny will 
be bis aain contact. 

During his trips he has long conversations with Jenny. 
Subjects differ, fron talking about everyday life to 
nuclear war - of which Ante is not only warned but also 
given a specific date of when it is going to start. A 
date he does not want to reveal. He is also taken to a 
planet devastated by a nuclear holocaust. 

He swias, eats and aingles with Jennys friends in a way 
that is far away fro* the often technically coaplex 
Aaerican abduction scenarios, and seeas aore like a 
postcard froa a trip to a foreign country. 

Since the first event Ante has written several hundred 
pages about his experiences. Hhen asked where he thinks 
these travels have taken hia he says that he is not sure, 
but thinks he has been outside our solar systea. He has 
visited three or four different places but refuses to 
speculate where these aay be situated. 

In his trips he has coae to aeet aany different huaanlike 
creatures. One of which he refers to as 'the half-ape', 
another is called the 'fir-eater* and a third one which 
has a thin body and long aras. And then, of course, 
Jenny, 

Lov e affai r 

It is Jenny everything focuses on. She is the cause of 
all the contacts. Jenny is beautiful, wise and easy to 
like. Soaetiaes it is hard for Ante to distinguish her 
froa another girl, on earth, that he once fell in love 
with. A love affair Ante cannot forget. Jenny is, without 
any doubt, the key to his 'dreaa-aorld*. 



The journeys with Jenny to other worlds are filled with 
questions. But the answers are often evasive and unclear. 
During their aany conversations he feels that Jenny is 
avoiding answers, and instead gives hia her views and her 
thoughts. This fact disturbs hia. Nevertheless he 
experiences their conversations as aeaningful and very 
iaportant. 

Jenny is as 'real* as any living person - at least to 
Ante. He finds her attractive and strong. 

Hhen we discuss his experiences and journeys to other 
worlds Ante hesitates. He states that he does not know 
how real his experiences are. Of course, they are real to 
hiaself but he cannot say for certain if they ara real in 
a aore objective sense. There is no definite way to 
distinguish then froa dreaas. 

- It can all be a dreaa. I can't stop thinking that, says 
Ante. Neither can 1 stop knowing that it all happens in 
the real world. Soaetiaes I don’t know what to think. 



Seeret t o his faaily 

CS: In what way has your faaily reacted to all this? 

AJ: I tried not to tell thea and kept it a secret as loag 
as 1 could. But eventually they learned about it. After 
finishing the book (published in Swedish only: 'Fantastic 
journeys with UFO - visits to other civilizations', 19891 
I had to tell thea. Hy wife really don’t want to know 
that auch and there are aany things 1 haven’t told her. 
He don’t talk that auch about it. 

CS: Her situation oust be rather odd, living with soaeone 
who lives this kind of double life. 

AJ: Yes. 1 have thought about how I would have reacted if 
the saae thing was happening to her. I would have 
considered her nuts! That I would have told her. But she 
takes it all right, which surprises ae very auch even 
though her initial reaction was that I was going crazy. 
She never said that out loud. No, she just told ae that 
aaybe it all was a vivid fora of dreaa. 

CS: And that was your own opinion for a while...? 

AJ: Yes - and it still is. I aean, I aa not really sure 
what is happening to ae. Haybe it is a dreaa, aaybe not. 
But 1 think not.

ANOTHER SWEDISH LANDING REPORT 


A ccokdinu to a report under banner headlines, “UFO 
LANDS . . . OFFICIAL” in the London newspaper 
Sutulay Sport [July 12, 1987), Swedish authorities were 
investigating the case of a tough truck-driver who had 
been found in such a state of gibbering terror that the 
Police thought at first that he was an escapee from a 
mental institution, and carted him off to hospital in a 
strait-jacket. 

But the driver, Dan Johnson, was judged to be 
totally sane, and the report goes on to say that the 
Swedes are now having to face the fact that his story is 
true, particularly since a second truck-driver has come 
forward to corroborate it. 

Johnson, aged 41, of Tingsryd, Sweden, claims that 
he saw the huge UFO, about 250 ft. wide and 80 ft. 
high, hovering just above the road as he drove home¬ 
wards in his car at LOO a.m. He reached his home and 
got his camera, and then telephoned from a call-box 
to alert the Police. 

Suddenly the UFO made a second appearance over 
the road, and this time it landed. His engine stalled 
and he almost erashed into the craft. He was frozen 
with terror. 


“Suddenly, aliens came out from the machine and 
approached the car. They were man-sized, with bodies 
like the bark of trees and heads like onions. One 
opened the car door, and 1 screamed as I’ve never 
screamed before. They pulled me out, kicking and 
struggling.” 

Dan says he was saved by the approach of a lorry 
carrying a load of timber. Its headlights picked out the 
UFO, and the aliens took off. 

Dan Johnson collapsed, to be discovered later by 
police who were out looking for him, having received 
a ’phone call from the driver of the timber-lorry. 

The Swedish military authorities gave Danjohnson 
lie-detector tests, and he passed them. The psycho 
-analysts stated that in their view he was telling the 
truth. And a spokesman for the hospital said: “We set 
traps, to see whether he was lying v but he was not. It 
seems that his story is true. A UFO did land”. 

The British press report (exclusive from Charles 
Renfrew) concludes with the statement that Danjohn¬ 
son had volunteered to come to Britain to take any lie 
detector or truth-drug tests here.

CS: Talking to you in 1986 you called everything 

’dreaas*. 

AJ: Sote of these things 1 experience 1 still consider 
dreaas. But I rather keep it all an open question. I 
really don't know what is going on. You know, when this 
thing happens nothing else exists around te. It is a 
•ixed feeling between reality and soaething else. 

Adv anc e warn ing 

CS: Your perception of the world around you changes? 

AJ: Yes, in soae way. And this can happen anytiae, day or 
night. But aost of the tiae it happens at dusk. 

CS: Can you describe your reaction when you are being 
'contacted 1 ? 

AJ: 1 feel restless and all ay body gets a creeping 
sensation. 1 can’t find the words to explain it. 
Soaething starts to aove inside of ae. In ay body and in 
ay head. And when this is happening I know that soaethiag 
is going on. One to three days later I have a contact. 

CS: Does this creeping sensation stay until you get the 
contact? 

AJ: No, it passes away. 1 only feel it for a day or so. 
Then, suddenly, after another day without the feeling, it 
all happens. There is no such feeling during the contact, 
nor afterwards. 

CS: Does this change of reality hit you gradually or is 
it an iaaediate sensation? 

AJ: It coaes very quickly, often when I aa looking at the 
TV. It always begins between ay toes and aoves upwards, 
as if soaebody was stroking your leg gently with a hand. 
Hhen this feeling reaches ay breast I really know that 
soaething is going to happen. But it always begins 
between the toes. It sounds strange but this is true. 


In this way Ante is always warned in advance that a 
contact is going to be aade. Hhen he feels that the rigbt 
tiae has coae he tells his faaily that he is going for a 
ride in the car, but never reveals his true destination: 
a lake ten ailes to the north. At this lake aost of the 
contacts have been eade. 

T iae d is tortions 

Reaching this lake he sits by the shore, waiting. A 
couple of hundred aeters behind hia cars pass by on the 
busy road between Tingsryd and Vaxjo (the saae road where 
he aade his first contact). Noone seeas to pay aay 
attention to the egg-shaped craft hanging over the lake. 
Except for Ante hiaself. 

The craft, hovering in front of Ante, descends and Ante 
is taken on board. After a short trip they return to tbe 
lake but this tiae everything has changed. On one 
occasion Ante told ae that it was as if he had been taken 
back in tiae. The road and the busy cars were gone, the 
fields and trees looked different. On another occasion be 
left a winter landscape for a hot suaaer’s day. But never 
has he travelled to the future. 

The first year or so, he was taken to other places as 
well. Places far away, at least Ante thinks so, aaybe to 
other planets as we have seen before. Inside the ship he 
has aet other huaan beings, froa other countries, all 
travelling to distant locations by their own free will. 

Today Ante keeps three different files on what is 
happening to hia. Hundreds of pages are filled with his 
notes. I have only read a part of thea since he chooses 
to keep aost of it hidden in a safe-deposit box at a 
bank. 
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The first file concerns his journeys and conversations 
with Jenny. The second is inforaation on previous lifes, 
revealed to hia through autoaatic writing. And the third 
is all about hiaself, aeaories froa his life as a 
teenager. And these aeaories are often very bright, 
soaetiaes painful. 

Therapy 

When 1 ask Ante about his feelings ahen writing about his 
youth it is clear that this is very iaportant to hia. 
There are aeaories that he rather not tell about. Writing 
then doan is a relief to hia, soae kind of therapy and he 
describes the inforaation he gets as 'aeaories eaerging 
froa aithin, surfacing for hia to urite doan*. 

CS: Do you feel that this is soae sort of therapy given 
to you by Jenny? 

AJ: Yes, it seeas so. Here I aa confronted aith things 1 
haven’t been aaare of for a long tiae. 

Can it be that this is ahat it’s all about? That this 
therapy is the diaax and purpose of the ahole experien¬ 
ce? Haybe all that has transpired is a aere fraaeaork 
leading to Ante’s inner self, giving hia a chance to deal 
aith his trauaas and hidden aeaories? This is not an easy 
questioo. 

As aith any other contact story, Ante’s has tao faces. 
Soae of thea auch aore tangible than soae obscure 
aeaories froa days past. 

Art ifa cts 

During one of our conversations Ante shoaed ae a stone 
that he once found in bis pocket after one of the trips 
froa tbe lake. It aasn’t big and not very unusual. Nhen I 
held it in ay hand it felt saooth and nice to touch. An 
ordinary stone as far as I could tell. 

Ante says it reseables tbe stones he had seen on the 
shore during one trip to the 'suaaer lake*. He and Jenny 
hade been taken a saia and afteraards they had been 
sitting on soae stones by the side of the lake. 

Haybe Jenny put it in bis pocket, aaybe it just fell in 
there - or aaybe it is just an ordinary stone froa this 
aorld. As alaays Ante hesitates and draas no siaple 
conclusions. 

The stone has never been analysed and 1 doubt that such 
an inspection aould shed any light on its origin. 
Artifacts froa UFO encounters tends to be no better proof 
than the aitnesses oan stories. 

A greyish, ailk-like, drink aas given hia on yet another 
occasion. This tiae he found a plastic looking bottle 
standing near his hoae. The bottle contained the saae 
substance. He aas supposed to drink it for a couple of 
days, preparing, as he had been told, for another, longer 
journey. It seeas that the drink aas iaportant for Ante’s 
body before aaking this longer trip. The bottle aas later 
destroyed by Ante and throan aaay. 


Under »ater_base 

Ante states that he has visited an underaater base ahere 
he saa huge doors in a cliff. The doors aere nuabered 
aith ordinary arabian nuabers but the nuabers had saall 
hooks aaking thea look like the astrology signs. Never 
has he reported seeing any unusual aritings that he has 
not been able to read. 



There have been soae signs on board the ships, houever, 
ahich he has not been able to decipher. One of thea, 
frequently used on soae boxes, looks like the sign of 
Pisces but aith its tao arches intersected. It sounds 
strange but it is true, states Ante. 

Nea York episode 

One evening, the 20th of October 1986, he is taken to a 
big city ahere he later Beets a girl and eats a aeal aith 
her. The 'contact* began as a coloured cloud suddenly 
filled the rooa ahere Ante aas resting on a bed. For a 
short ahile everything turned black. Seconds later be 
found hiaself sitting on a bench in a park. Around bis 
big houses point to the sky and he presuaes that this 
aust be Nea York. 

There is no rooa for discussing this aysterious event in 
detail here but one interesting thing aust be noted. 
Returning hone again (Ante found hiaself standing on tbe 
laan outside his house at 04.16 in the aorning, seven 
hours after the cloud caae into the rooa), be receives a 
postcard froa Nea York, addressed to 'Ante Johansson*, 
postaarked 20th October 1906. The aessage on the postcard 
is iapossible to read. The aeaning behind tbe postcard is 
obscure, to say the least. 

The Nea York episode is but another strange coincidence 
of which this case is filled. 

Hid den yout h trauaa ? 

One of the aost recent episodes happened inside Antes 
hoae ahen he aas looking at a videorecording earlier this 
year: 

- I aas looking at this old black and ahite fila ahen 
suddenly I got the feeling of being soaeplace I couldn’t 
recognize, says Ante. The TV set looked coapletely 
different. 1 got aorried and started to aalk doan tbe 
stairs to the kitchen. On ay aay doan I passed by a 
airror and caught a gliapse of ayself. 

- Mat I saa scared ae. There I aas, looking at ayself 
precisely as I looked like ahen I aas 15! Hy clothes 
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. 1 ooked different and 1 Has young again. 1 uent to the 
kitchen, uhich I didn’t recognize, and had soae eater. 

As Ante 'Hoke up* he realised that uhat he had seen Has 
hiaself not only being young again, but also in his old 
house uhere he had groun up. The TV set and the kitchen 
all looked like the things he reaeabered froa 30 years 
ago. 

And this is only one of aany exaaples of connections to 
Ante’s boyhood. The notes he aakes all deal uith hia 
being 15, 16 or 17 years old. Here a trauaa, not yet 
unearthed, aay be hidden. 


As aany other ccntactees Ante’s experiences are only for 
hiaself. There are no uitnesses. 1 knou of one ocassion 
Hhen Ante brought tuo friends uith hia to the lake after 
getting the ‘feeling* in his body. This tine nothing 
happened. 

Our research into the case continues. This suaaary above 
is only a saall part of the story this far. In our 
investigation ue aust be very cautious and open ainded. 
Hany of its aspects are still hidden in a safe deposit 
box by Ante hiaself. Soae other aaterial are not yet to 
be published. Until He have seen all the aaterial I Hill 
postpone any conclusive judgeBent.

Swedish circles project 


On Hay 5, 1991, 'Project Study Circle* Has foraalized by 
representatives of UFO-Saeden, The Research Institute of 
National Defence (FOA), and the Suedish Heather Bureau 
(SHHI). The agreeaent Has signed by Hans Alexandersson 
(aeteorologist at SHHI), Clas Svahn (chairaan of 
UFO-Sueden) and Erik Hitalis (researcher uith FOA). 

The aain aia of this project is to investigate aeidy 
foraed circles that aay be found in Suedish fields in the 
suaaer season of 1991. This requires an 'early uarniag 
systea* uhich uill be effected by the coabined efforts of 
800 aeather observers froa the Heather Bureau and 70 
field investigators of UFO-Saeden. 

Very feu circle reports have coae out of the Scandinavian 
countries. In Sueden there is - as far as ue knou non - 
only one such report (orebro, April 1972). This aay have 
several possible reasons: 1) the circles have appeared in 
this country too, but have not been reported; 2) tbe 
circles appeared in places uhere they uere iapossible to 
spot, or 3) circles do not appear in Sueden due to soae 
unknoun aeteorological or physical factor(s). 


Other aias of the project are: 

t To gather narratives and traditional, folkloric 
aaterial concerning circles and siailar foraatioos in 
Sueden. 

t To collect and docuaent siailar sightings of circles of 
recent tiaes for a coaparative analysis. 

t Field investigations of circles that aay appear in the 
suaaer of 1991. 

t Study of phenoaena connected to the appearance of 
circles, e.g. light phenoaena. 

t Coaparison uith foreign reports to deteraine differen¬ 
ces betueen circles found in different countries. 

t Analysis of all available aaterial in order to 
construct aodels to explain the pheaoaenon. 

t Publication of investigations and analytical results.

Encyclopedia A la Spencer 
review by Cl as Svahn 


'The UFO Encyclopedia* is a 340 pages thick atteapt to 
suanarize this elusive phenoaenon. The Tacts are edited 
and coapiled by one of Britains aost renoaned UF0- 
researchers: John Spencer. Hy anticipations aere high as 
1 begun reading Troa Abbiate Buazzone (ahich is an 
Italiao toan) to Zoppi, Francesco (an Italian aajor). 

Spencers aork is endorsed by the British UFO Research 
Association, BUFORA, and should therefore be of high 
standard. But, as I shall point out, there is plenty of 
rooa for disappointaent. 

This encyclopedia should have replaced Ronald Storys 'The 
Encyclopedia of UFOs' (Neu English Library 1900) aad 
Margaret Sachs 'The UFO Encyclopedia* (Perigee 1900) 
since aany nea sightings and a lot of fresh inforaation 
have coae through during the last decade. But Spencers 
effort falls short, and his encyclopedia aill have very 
liaited use. 

A lfapet ga ie 

Finished reading it, 1 can only describe the book as aore 
like a gaae of Alfapet - ahere one aust knoa every 
strange and seldoa used aord to ain - than an encydopdia 
ahere help is to be found. 

Far instance: If you care to look for a description of 
the alleged UFO-crash at Rosaell 1947, you have to look 
up 2B different entries - aany of then hidden under naaes 
of little knoan persons - aithout cross references. Aad 
this is not a single case. 

The crash of Captain Thoaas Mantel1 and the 'landing* at 
Rendleshaa Forest are yet other exaaples. Valuable 
inforaation is buried deep under different naaes of 
•fitnesses aho are only to be found by reading the entire 
eocydopedia froa A to Z. 

If soaebody aanted to find out the origin of the aord 
'flyiog saucer* and turned to page 116 be aould get to 
knoa about Arnold’s sighting in 1947, and a short suaaary 
of the first knoan use of the aord in a Texas neaspaper 
in January 1878. But there are no hints that can help the 
reader find the aore detailed desciption of the 1878 
observation on page 206, ahere it is buried under the 
entry of John Martin, the aitness. A naae that not aany 
of us keep fresh in aind. The only cross references given 
under the entry 'flying saucer* are 'aedia* and 'BUFORA*.

Even aore serious is the fact that aany, aany naaes of 
proainent UFO researchers and other people connected to 
the phenoaenon cannot been found. Mhy, for instance, are 
Charles Fort, Frank Eduards, Hendelle Stevens, Carl 
Sagan, Jenny Randles, John Keel, and aany others, not 
included? 


John Spencer has chosen another uay of uriting this book. 
About half of the entries are naaes of people uho have 
aade sightings, especially abductions. This creates a 
problea since aost of the naaes are little knoan and 
consequently alaost iapossible to find. 

The aost iaportant thing an encyclopedia oust fulfill is 
to be easy to use. John Spencer has not created such an 
encyclopedia. 

Lack of sources 

Spencer is very sparse uith sources, although he 
frequently borrous froa books uritten by other researc¬ 
hers. One of the feu (less than five) books uhich gets a 
credit is Tiaothy Good’s 'Above Top Secret* of nhich 
Spencer thinks very high. The lack of sources Bakes this 
encyclopedia of very little value for the serious UFO 
resear cher. 

Nken it coaes to pictures, Spencer seeas to have had very 
little control over the selection aade in the book. Host 
of thea depict uitnesses and only a feu 'the real thing*. 

One of the UFO pictures is stated to be the faaoas 
McMinnville object as photographed by faraer Paul Trent 
1950. The Trent photo can be found in nearly every 
serious book on the subject. 
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, The picture shorn by Spencer, houever, is a coapletely 
different story. It is not only in color in spite of 
being taken in black and uhite, but also clearly a fake. 
The 'saucer* is aoved closer to the ground compared to 
the original photo and a plant, sone sort of tree, has 
been inserted to the left of the pole seen in the 
original. 

Why this has been done and for uhat purpose I do not 
knou. 

The old ijfths once ag ain 

But aaybe the aost iaportant criticisa that can be aade 
of this hastily coapiled book concerns its reliability. 
The ayth about 'Hill 60*, uhere a regiaent of the British 
aray allegedly vanished in a 'aysterious cloud* duriag 
World War One, is readily described. 

So is also another, aore aodern case of disappearance: 
the so called Vidal case ahere too persons, Hr and Hrs 
Vidal, left Buenos Aires in Argentina by car but got lost 
in a dense fog. Mien the fog vanished they found theaseif 
in Hexico. An extraordinary event by all aeans. 

The Vidal case is duly noted by Spencer but he fails to 
infora the reader that the case aost probably never 
happened but is just a ayth. This is the conclusion of 
Jacques Vallee in his latest book 'Confrontations* 
(Ballantine Books, 1990, page 96). Although Spencer uses 
other inforaation froa this book in the encyclopedia, and 
therefore aust have read it, he fails to aention this 
conclusion aade by Vallee. 


Vallee hiaself is not to be found in the encyclopedia. 

Another case, endorsed by Spencer as 'thought-provoking, 
to say the least 1 , is the 'Aapleforth aanuscript*. An 
early description of flying saucers (dated 1290) aade by 
aonks near Byland Abbey in Yorkshire. Spencer presents 
this as a genuine aanuscript but fails to aention that 
the aanuscript never existed but originated as a tetter 
to the editor in the Tiaes. The letter aas uritten by tao 
schoolboys uho later confessed. 

BUFORA, the very organisation Spencer hiaself is Vice 
Chairaan of and the organisation that has put its naae on 
his book, aade public an investigation by their forner 
chairaan John Cleary-Baker (BUFORA Bulletin uinter 70/71) 
uhere he aade it clear that the aonk Hilliaa of HeMburgh 
(uho uas the alleged author of the aanuscript) had died 
nearly 100 years before the aanuscript uas alleged to 
have been uritten. 

To suaaarize: The *UF0 Encyclopedia* can not be 
recoaaended. Besides being difficult to locate inforaati¬ 
on in, it contains too aany errors and too little 
inforaation to aake it a useful tool for the UFO 
researcher.

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Another good year for AFU 


At the end of 1990 the foundation Archives for UF O 
research (AFU) is supported by 44 private, citizens and 
groups in Sueden (last year: 52). The board of directors 
consisted of Cl as Svahn (chairaan), Hakan Bloaqvist (vice 
chairaan), Sven-Olov Svensson (treasurer) and Anders 
Liljegren (secretary). The annual aeeting uas held on 
Harch 15, 1990. 

Archives for UFO research is noted, along uith several 
hundred other aore uellknoun Suedish institutions, in 
several guides on archival research, the aost recent 
being 'Svensk arkivguide', published in 1990. 

Book co lle ction 

The library collection of books expanded uith 76 neu 
titles (last year: 64). Titles of all neu acquisitions 
for 1990 are found in a separate listing available froa 
AFU. 


The total aaount of donations to the AFU book fund uas 
2.990:— (1989: 470). (All aaounts in this report beiag 
in Suedish kronor (SEK)>. Thanks to the follouing 
contributors to the fund: Hinerva Lalander, 10:-;

L.Hoore, Jenny Randles, John Spencer, Hhitley Strieber, 
Ed 6 Frances Halters, and others. The total nuaber of 
catalogued titles is non 1.682. 
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The AFU collection is alaost exclusively on UFOs, and 
closely related subjects, and requires about 27 aeters of 
space on our shelves (plus 7 aeters of duplicates kept 
separately as a safety precaution). Books (excluding soae 
reference copies, bibliographies, etc) are available on 
loan, via the postal service, to Suedish supporters of 
the foundation. 


Hakan Eloaqvist continued his investigation and critical * 
exanination, through published articles, of the Suedish 
'new age' and contactee scene. Sven-01ov Svensson 
initiated a nueber of international enquiries on the 
present status of published contactee/abductee cases. 
Anders Liljegren and Clas Svahn continued archival and 
field research on the 1946 ghost rocket phenomenon. 


Many authors, including Anerican historian Loren E.6ross, 
generously donate copies of their uorks to the AFU 
library. Very special thanks this year to Richard 
H.Heiden of Milwaukee, Hisconsin, who becane our special 
benefactor. He donated aany sought-after, unique titles 
to the library. 

UFO-Sweden 

AFU is non taking an increased interest in, and 
responsibility for, Sueden's national UFO research 
organization, UFO-Sweden (UFO-Sverige). UFO-Sweden has IS 
local groups, 1.504 nenbers and a chain of active field 
investigators. 


Magazines, exchanges 

More than 100 nagazines, organizations and private 
researchers are on our exchange nailing list. More than 
fifty exchange journals and newsletters reach us fro* all 
over the globe. Thanks to all editors and publishers of 
these periodicals who show us their faith by continuing 
this exchange on a regular basis. Each issue received is 
added to the AFU archives after it has been carefully 
read and referenced for our Swedish audience. News froa 
exchange aagazines - and froa soae fifteen other, 
subscripted journals - are used for Anders Liljegren's 
regular coluan on international ufology in *UF0- 
Aktuellt 1 . 


For aore than ten years, UFO-Sweden and AFU have shared a 
clipping service, and in the latter part of the 1960s, 
AFU board aeabers have written an increasing nuaber of 
articles and editorials for UFO-Sweden’s quarterly 
*UF0-Aktuellt a . In 1989, AFU took on the UFO-Sweden 
report archives; in 1990, AFU’s chairaan Clas Svahn 
became a aeaber of the UFO-Sweden board; and in April 
1991 he was elected chairaan of this national group. 

AFU is actively interested in the ideological transforaa- 
tion of UFO-Sweden into a aore research-oriented group 
free of all old-style cultisa. He believe that we will be 
able to create new opinions and push Swedish ufology 
towards a aore discriminating and scientific attitude. 

On an historical note, AFU was created in 1973, when 
several aeabers left UFO-Sweden (founded in 1970) 
dissatisfied with the national group's one-sided 
political, public relations-oriented ideology. Since 
1980, when the founder and first chairaan chose to leave 
UFO-Sweden, AFU has had a renewed, growing cooperation 
with the national organization. 

Reports, inv e sti gati ons 

Plans are to create a joint national report section 
within UFO-Sweden to care for a research-oriented prograa 
that will cover aany aspects: froa the training of field 
investigators, aajor investigation and research projects, 
to computerization, the publication of research files and 
increased contacts with the scientific coaaunity. 

The AFU teaa, particularly Clas Svahn, initiated a nuaber 
of investigations into old, as well as recent, cases. Of 
particular interest was the 1952 Mora photo (unexplained 
by top scientists), the 1985 Ante Jonsson abduction/caa- 
tactee case, several 1990 video cases (that produced no 
definite results), several cases of bolides and satellite 
launches, and a 1990 huaanoid case at Orrefors. 
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The AFU Newsletter is aailed to a nuaber of prominent 
individual researchers as a promotion of Swedish ufology. 
In these cases, iMediate exchange is not expected, but 
free copies of your books and paaphlets are always 
welcoae additions to our lending library, and for review 
purposes. 

The AFU aagazine archives holds about 35 aetres of 
Swedish and international UFO journals and aagazines. A 
new boxing systea for the preservation of this unique 
collection, which includes coaplete (or alaost complete) 
holdings of aany out-of-date UFO aagazines, will be 
instituted in 1991. Special thanks to Richard H.Heiden 
for his generous contibution of old 'Flying Saucers* and 
'Saucer Scoop* journals for the archives. 

AFU Newsletter, publications 

AFU’s new interest in UFO-Sweden and UFO-Aktuellt ensures 
us of an established, regular channel for Swedish 
language articles, while the AFU Newsletter will remain 
an English-language outlet. It is still the editor's goal 
to develop the newsletter into a Scandinavian-internatio¬ 
nal forua on UFO research. 
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A nunber of critical articles and reviews has been 
written by the AFU tea* during the past few years 
(particularly in 1990) and published in *UF0-Aktuellt*, 
'Sokaren* (Swedish new age journal) and *AFU Newsletter*. 
Sene of these contributions were deliberately harsh, 
intended to offset the effects of cultist and ET 
enthusiast actions in Swedish nedia. Clas Svahn took up 
an editorial position with Sweden’s largest circulation 
•orning newspaper in Stockholm where he has published 
several critical-skeptical articles to balance the issue. 
AFU policy is to establish definite deaarcation lines 
against the cultists as well as against the extreae 
sceptics. 

Clipping files 

The subscription with AB Pressurklipp, the Stockhola news 
clipping agency, yielded 402 articles froa Swedish nedia 
(1989: 490). AFU has had a clipping subscription since 
1970, which has added aore than 12.000 clippings to our 
files in the past 21 years. The total AFU holding of 
Swedish clipping files aaount to about 5 running aetres. 
Froa Tan. 1, 1991, value added tax has been iaposed on 
the clipping service, which will result in an expense of 
11-12.000 SEK for 1991. 


New reports were added froa the F0A defence files. AFU 
now owns copies of all substantial non-secret defence 
files to UFOs since 1946. Chairaan Clas Svahn developed a 
contact with F0A:s Arne 6jardaan, the new official 
spokesaan on UFO natters, which will result in continued 
deliveries of copies of case reports investigated by 
defence authorities. 

Ideas for coaputerization of the report archives are 
beeing considered. This aay result in a coabined project 
with other Scandinavian groups, using IBH-coapatible PC 
hardware and dBase software. This will be a continuation 
of the SCANCAT project started by AFU in 1985, aainly to 
catalog the ghost rocket wave of 1946. (Project U.R.D., 
which started in 1973 by a group of Stockhola-based 
enthusiasts on an 1BH aainfraae systea, was discontinued 
in 1985-86. It seeas, unfortunately, that the files of 
this project are lost to the afterworld.) 

Priva te and organizational file s 

AFU holds a substantial aaount of private and organizati¬ 
onal files: about 15 running aeters of correspondence, 
protocols, photos, illustrations, odd clipping files, 
etc. Main files originate froa the 6IC0FF group, the 
Parthenon UFO publishing firs, researcher K.6ilta Rehn, 
and the UFO-Sweden organization. 


Soae of these files should be of international interest 
and iaportance. The Parthenon files contain previously 
unpublished data on the Aaerican-international contactee 
aoveaent. The Rehn files holds aany unique insights .froa 
correspondences with ’scientific* ufologists (such as 
Coral Lorenzen). International researchers are free to 
aake use of these files to the extent that this is not 
prohibited by the donator and to the extent that our own 
tine and projects do not restrict us. The library and 
archives is open daily to the visitor and a staadard 
copier is available at a noainal fee. 

Number of clippings delivered 
by the Swedish news clipping agency 
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Report files 

The UFO-Sweden report centre regularly deliver new 
reports to the report archives hosted by AFU. The report 
archives now stores about six running aetres of reports 
froa a aultitude of Swedish sources: the UFO-Sweden 
investigative files, clippings on UFO cases froa 
newspapers and aagazines, copies froa defence files, the 
files of 6IC0FF (the disbanded 6othenburg investigation 
teaa), private correspondence files, et cetera.
